Washington, December 30.—In regard to

CLEVELAND REPEATS HIS STATEMENT, 


But Says He Is for Nobody in Particular— 
Mr. Grace Would Like to Have 
the Lightning Strike as 5 


New York, December 30.—(Special.)— 
Today President elect Cleveland said: 
While opposed to Mr. Murphy's selection 
as United States senator, I am not in favor 
of any one. It is too early yet.” 

Everything indicates that he is still un- 
qualifiedly opposed to the Trojan boss, but 
the weakness of the opponents of Mr. Mur- 
phy lies just here: They cannot find any 
one whom they deem fit who will unify the 
disaffected elements. 


It was thought that Cockran would be the 


very man to split the Hill-Croaker-Murphy- 
Sheehan-M¢Laughlin combination and he 
was hurriedly summoned from Washington 
by telegraph to consult with Mr. Cleveland. 
Meanwhile, however, Mr. Cleveland learned 
from Boss McLaughlin’s own lips that 
Cockran was not at all acceptable to the 
Brooklyn contingent, nor would they sup- 
port ai y other Tammany man. 
It can be stated, without any fear of con- 
— that Mr. Cleveland labored as 
rd to dissuade McLaughlin from his pur- 
pose to support the regular caucus nominee, 
who is certain to be Murphy, as Mr. Whit- 
ney did to dissuade the president-elect from 
takifig so bold a step at this juncture as to 
issue his pronunciamento against Murphy. 
Mr. McLaughlin was shown that with his 
nineteen men he held the key*to the situa- 
tion; that his support was essential to Mur- 
phy; that he could dictate his own terms— 
but all that the wily man from across the 
bridge would say was that he would ponder 
over the matter. Still, McLaughlin’s men 
have never bolted a caucus nor done any- 
thing irregular, no matter how bitter the 
crow meat tasted; and it is extremely un- 
likely he would begin such a course now.

Chicago, December 30.— All cases against

SUICIDE IN A SWAMP. 


A Fugitive Murderer Shoots Himselt 
Through the Heart. 

Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
In the depths of Rocky Creek swamp, about 
four miles from Macon, a murderer and fu- 
gative from justice committed suicide. On 
last Tuesday evening, Frank Taylor, a 
young farmer of this county, was shot and 
killed by Jim Burnett, a fireman on the 
Central ralroad. The killing was a wilful 
and as cowardly as any yet known in this 
county. Burnett and his brother fled to the 
swamp and for three days they have been 
hunted by the sheriff and a large posse.

FIFTY BALES TO ONE ACRE. 


The Remarkable Yield of Hay in Macon 
County and How It Was Obtained. 
Marshallville, Ga., December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Marshallville Agricultural Club 
in the beginning of the year offered $25 as 
a premium for the best acre of hay. The 


premium was divided between I. F. Murph 


and Jasper Slappey, two of the club’s prog- 
ressive farmers. 


Mr. Murph made fifty bales of fine hay 
baled on an endless press, manufactured in 
our own state at Dalton, from one acre, 
He furthermore made 750 bales from thir- 
ty acres on land plowed in after oats, thus 
— two crops in one year on the same 
and. 

It may be a matter of general interest to 
learn Mr. Murph's methods, as he is one of 
the most successful producers of hay in 
southwest Georgia. irectly after reaping 
oats, say the Ist of June, or even July, he 
sows three pecks of speckled peas broadcast 
per acre and turns them in, not too closely; 
the object being to flush the land sufficiently 
to sprout the peas but not to destroy the ex- 
isting at of grass. Of course the ground is 
harrow smooth for the mower. This 
hay, crab—sweetened with the admixture of 
peavine—is relished by stock and is sufficient 
food for farm animals during the light work 
of the fall and winter. 

The land, although producing two crops, 
is thought to be improved when peas are 
sown with the grass, as its well-known re- 
storative properties compensate for the ex- 
tra drain on the soil.

MRS. SURRATT’S “OLD AUNTY.” 


Rachel Hawkins Tells Incidents Connected 
with Lincoln's Assassination. 

Washington, December 27.—Aunt Ra- 
chel Hawkins was a slave in the Surratt 
family. She lived in a little house in the 
southwestern part of Washington. She is 
“pretty low,” and divedes her time between 
reminiscent talks and the telling of her 
prayer beads. She is a devout Catholic. 
She likes to be addressed as Aunty. It 
sounds like old times. Aunt Rachel is 
never so happy as when to an attentive list- 
ener she is recounting the incidents of the 
sensational period of the war. She teems 
with them. Her memory is Vigorous, and 
although a little off on dates she is usually 
able to indicate the time by associating it 
with some prominent event, 

Aunt Rachel was born, Why, bress yo’ 
heart, honey, de Lawd only knows w’en.” 
She first belonged to the family of Corne 
lius Wildman and subsequently to that of 
Sylvester Boon. In the year that John 
Brown was hanged she began her servitude 
with Mrs. Surratt. She was the house ser- 
vant at the homestead at Surrattville, now 
Clinton, Md. ere she was wedded to one 
of the slaves of Walter P. Griffin, the fath- 
er-in-law of Sydney E. Mudd. She re 
mained with the Surratt family till the cloes 
of the war, when she moved to Washing- 
ton. She has never been in Maryland since. 
She speaks tenderly of her former mistress, 
and says Mrs. Surratt always treated her 
like one of the children. Mrs. Surratt was 
— and would not do hurt to a 
soul. 

Dere were Marse John and Missus 
Annie, who tended school down at Bryan- 
town in Charles county, and Marse Isaac, 
who runned away to Texas. It wasn’t 
long after the death of John Surratt, Sr.,“ 
continued the auntie, “when Mrs. Surratt 
removed to Washington and left the farm 
in charge of Mr. John Lloyd. J. Wilkes 
Booth and Dave Herold used to come down 
often, and they and Mr. Lloyd were ‘mighty 
thick.’ Mrs. Surratt visited the country 
home but seldom. Booth used to recite by 
way of practice, and frequently paced the 
floor while rehearsing lines. e was a 
2 75 fine gentleman and a t favorite 
with the servants because of his liberality.” 
On fhe morning of Good Friday, 1865, 
while coming to town she met Mrs. Sur- 
ratt and th, who were on the down 
road. She remembered this particularly, 
because fhe couple were in a very small 
buggy, drawn by a milk-white horse. The 
ee sees at the top of Good Ho 
hill. ey returned to ashington the 
same day, and that night the assassination 
of Lincoln took place. The kitchen where 
she was most employed adjoined the pan 
where the guns were afterward found, 
and she h several times heard Booth 
and Lioyd in there, but did not know 
what for. She was over at Mr. Griffin’s 
when the soldiers took posession of the 
place and ransacked things.

Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin 
have followed suit, and Kansas and Ne- 
braska have tried new organizations 
rather than remain with the republicans. 

Can the republicans hope to regain their 
lost voters? It strikes us that the steady 
growth of the democrats in the house 
points to the final downfall of the op- 
posing party. The great west has gone 
over bag and baggage to the democracy. 
Nothing but a policy of stupendous folly 
on the part of the victors can reverse the 
popular verdict, and it is not likely that 
they will recklessly throw away their 
advantages in this early stage of their 
triumph.

Young Glen Sweet Confesses to 
the Barber—A Remarkable Chain 
ol Circumstances. 


On the night of the big democratic jubi-
